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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Amendments made on the specifications have been considered and are 
acceptable. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on January 1 0, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration 
date of 09/663,476 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

4. Regarding claim 1 , the primary reason for indication of allowable subject matter 
is that the prior art of records fails to teach or reasonably suggest the limitations of 
having a recyclable, one time use, print on demand digital camera comprising a page- 
width print head for printing a sensed image and a casing surrounding and encasing 
said chassis so that the ink supply means is unable to be accessed without destruction 
of the casing. 

Maeda discloses a digital camera comprising a chassis (See figs. 1 and 3B) 
comprising: an image sensor (Fig. 4A: 101) for sensing an image (Col. 10, line 49 - col. 
1 1 , line 12); a processing means for processing said sensed image (Col. 10, line 49 - 
col. 1 1 , line 1 2); a print head (Figs. 5-7) for printing said sensed image (Col. 1 4, line 64 
- col. 15, line 6); an ink supply means (Figs. 5: 416 and 7: 416) for supplying ink to the 
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print head; and a casing surrounding and encasing said chassis (See camera body in 
fig. 1), wherein the ink supply means comprises an ink supply cartridge which defines a 
plurality of ink supply channels, each of which is in communication with the print head 
and each channel containing a different color ink, in use for enabling full color printing to 
be effected (Col. 14, line 64 -col. 15, line 6; col. 16, line 35 -col. 17, line 4). 

However, Maeda fails to teach or suggest the digital camera as a recyclable, one 
time use, print on demand digital camera comprising a page-width print head for printing 
a sensed image and a casing surrounding and encasing said chassis so that the ink 
supply means is unable to be accessed without destruction of the casing.
